IMPORTANT DECISION.—Some time 
during the war Gilbert Elliott & 
Co., of Norfolk, Va., had a contract 
with the Confederate government to 
furnish the iron necessary to con- 
struct an iron-clad war yessel which 
was building at Halifax, this State. 
During this time they sold to the 
Wilmington and’ Weldon Railroad 
Company a large amount of iron. 
For some reason the Company did 
not pay for the iron, and at the con- 
elusion of the war Messrs. Gilbert 
Elliott & Co., brought suit in the 
Portsmouth Hustings Court and 
gained their cause. This decision 
was sustained by the Virginia Court 
of Appeals. The defendants then 
took the case to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and this latter 
tribunal has dismissed the applicatien 
for a new trial on the ground of want 
of jurisdiction, The amount recov- 
ered is over $13,000.

At 12 o’clock the bill to adjust the 
State debt was resumed as the special 
order. 

The motion of Mr. Dunham to re- 
consider the vote by which the 
amendment of Mr. Cowles to submit 
the question to the people, aftera 
general discussion prevailed by a vote 
of ayes 20, nayes 1%. 

The vote then recurring on Mr. 
Cowles amendment, the yeas and 
nays were called, and the amendment 
was adopted by a vote of ayes 24, nays 
14. 

Mr. Worth offered an amendment 
providing that two-thirds of the 
amounts held by bondholders be pre- 
sented beforeany part is paid. Adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, moved 
to indefinitely postpone. 

Mr. Dunham called the previous 
question, which being sustained, the 
vote recurred on the amendment of 
Mr. Todd, which was offered asa 
substitute, and providing that the 
Governor turn over to the creditors of 
the State all property, franchises of 
the State, &c.

The proviso was ac- 
cepted by the chairman of Committee 
on Finance, and became incorporated 
into the bill. 

After the adoption and rejection of 
a large number of amendments, and 
lengthy debates thereon, the bill 
passed its third reading by a vote of 
yeas 66, nays 27. 

Mr. Gorman moved to take up his 
resolution in reference to having 
night sessions. Not agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Bennett, the bill 
to incorporate Queen of the South 
Lodge, Xo. 6, 1. O. 0. G. T. of the 
city of Raleigh, was taken up and 
passed its several readings. 

Adjourned. 


LEGISLATIVE.—In the Senate yes- 
terday the bill of Mr. Worth, for the 
adjustment of the State debt, passed 
its final reading with the amend- 
ments, the most important of which 
is thatof Mr. Cowles’, providing that 
the question Shall be submitted to 
the people at the next regular gener- 
al election. ‘The bill goes to the 
House for concurrence, where it is 
reasonably expected another long 
discussion thereon will ensue. ‘The 
general election bill, as passed by the 
House, also came up on its second 
reading, and, after much discussion, 
passed with several amendments, as 
reported in our Senate proceedings of 
to-day. 

Harris, col., of Wake, who on this 
occasion acted as the Republican 
leader of the Senate, opposed with 
much vehemence the amendment of 
Mr. Cowles, to. require a challenged 
voter to prove by a responsible party, 
well known to the judges of eiec- 
tions, that he had been a resident of 
the township for thirty days, &e. 

Messrs. Grandy and Eppes feebly 
attempted to get in amendments to 
the bill, which would have the effect 
of making the law as it was in 1868, 
The Republicans resorted to an inef- 
fectual fillibustering scheme to pre- 
vent the passage of the bill, but failed 
most signally. 

The entire session of the House 
was consumed in the consideration 
of the revenue bill. It is agreed on 
all sides, by both parties, that the bill 
is one of the most economical ever 
brought forward. The Finance Com- 
mittee is to be congratulated on the 
result of their labors. The bill gives 
almost universal satisfaction. Ever 
since the Conservatives have had 
control of the legislative branch of 
the State government revenue laws 
have been smallest pos- 
sible scope consistent with the 
interest of the State. and the ex- 
penses of running the government 
are decreased yearly. No truthful 
person can deny that the promises 
of retrenchment and reform made by 
the Conservative -party have not 
not been practically carried out. At 
a future time we shall have more to 
say in regard to the revenue law.

THE WEATHER AND THE SLEET.— 
Our Northern exchanges and press 
telegrams are teeming with accounts 
of the unprecedented spell of cold 
weather in the North. We, too, 
have been visited with the largest and 
most extraordinary sleet Known in 
this section for a number of years that 
even runs behind the date of our 
birth. Sunday nighta cold rain set in, 
the weather gradually turning colder. 
Early Monday morning the sleet 
commenced and continued through- 
out the day. By night-fall the trees 
and shrubbery were all heavily laden 
with ice, with no vessation of the driz- 
zling rain that froze as fast as it fell, 
and increasing the weight on the 
already overladen trees. From 12 
o’clock till day-light yesterday the 
sound of breaking limbs and branches, 
and the falling of trees was equal to 
the noise of an infantry skirmish 
line in active operation. We heard 
it, and was forcibly reminded of the 
siege of Atlanta, Jackson and Ken- 
nesaw Mountain. Newspaper re- 
porters, policemen and other poor 
unfortunates, whose avocation call 
them out after the ‘‘wee sma’’ hours, 
were compelled to take the middle 
of the street to avoid the danger of 
falling trees and branches. The whole 
city, especially those who were sleep- 
ing within the reach of a tree, were 
alarmed by the incessant screeliing, 
crashing, rumbling roar which con- 
tinued till after sunrise yesterday. 
The scene on thestreets, as witnessed 
by early risers, was one that the old- 
est inhabitants never saw before in 
Raleigh. We will not attempt to 
deseribe it. We have no taste for 
such descriptions in the first place, 
no inclination in the second, and if 
we had both,nospace, which answers 
our third objection. The naked fact 
is, that every street in the city was 
completely blocked by broken limbs 
and, in a number of instances, large 
trees succumbed to the heavy pressure 
and were torn up by the roots. In the 
Capitol Square but few of the oaks 
yielded, but the elms were almost lit- 
erally stripped of their limbs. But 
few of the yards in the city which con- 
tained elms and other shade _ trees 
(except oak and hickory) escaped 
almost entire destruction. In one 
yard alone on East Hargett street, 
over four cords of wood was cut up 
from the trees and branches that 
were destroyed. The va ious tele- 
egraph lines were torn down from one 
end of the city to the other, and no 
business done atthe teiegraph office 
during the dayFurther than the 
great damage to shadetrees and shrub 
bery and the telegsaph lines no other 
inconvenience was experienced. Un- 
der thegeneral influence of a warm 
sun the sleet has all departed, and we 
are once more enjoying early spring 
Weather.

Celebration and 
the North Carolina Legislature. 


The Germantown (Pa.) Daily 
Chronicle, of the 23d ult., has the fol- 
lowing in reference to North and 
South Carolinaand the M ecklenburg 


Celebration : 

“Our townsman, Rev. Hermann 
Bokum, writing from his former 
home, Atlanta, Georgia, has this to 
say of the centennial movement lil 
the South, together = other re- 

arks of general interest: 
eeln returning from the North to 
this city afew days ago, I went for 
the first time over the Air-Line Rail- 
road, which reduces the time between 
New York and this city to 45 hours. 
In North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Georgia it passes through a region 
which thus far has been little acces- 
sible, and which is likely to attract 
attention on account of Its climate, 
soil and resources, and also because 
its products meet witha ready sale, 
in south Carolina the road passes 
through Green ville and Spartan bu rg, 
and within eight miles of Walhalla, 
a successful German settlement. In 
North Carolina it touches Cowpen’s 
and King’s Mountain, of revolution- 
ary faime. While passing through 
the latter State I feil in with two 
companionabie and intetigent 
bers of the North Carolina Legis- 


lature. The attention of that 
Legislature has been drawn to 
ithe proposed international 


tennial by the Governor of that State. 
A bill has been introduced into the 
House by the Hon. J. L. Robinson, 
authorizing the appointment of five 
managers, and providing for the nec- 
essary expenses. In addition to this 
national centennial, the people of 
North Carolina propose to have one 
that shall commemorate the fact that 
what is known as the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence was 
promulgated more than a year before 
the National Declaration. It is to 
take place atCharlotte, on the 2oth 
of May,1875. In.thiscase,alsoa bill has 
been introduced by the Hon. T. D. 
Johnston. Itis hoped that the cele- 
bration will be a good preparation 
for the display which North Caroli- 
na proposes to makein Philadelphia 
Charlotte, when this declaration was 
made, was a village of twenty houses. 
Itnow contains about 6,000 inhabi- 
tants, and on account of its histori- 
eal character, seemsto be the proper 
place for such a celebration. North 

‘arolina and South Carolina are riv- 
aling each other in their efforts to 
construct a railroad to Asheville, one 
to start from Morganton, the other 
from Spartanburg. If Asheville is 
reached, only forty miles of road are 
needed to connect with the Tennes- 
see Railroad.’’

Yet 
challenges were without avail, as 
each swore to his residence, and their 
naked oaths outweighed any and all 
other testimony. Protests were un- 
heeded, as the poll-holders ruled that 
they couid not go belind the oath. 

‘We belieye we do not over esti- 
mate the number in saying that, at 
every clection, several Lundred ille- 
gal votes are castin Wilmington, 
justin this way. What is true of our 
city is true of Newbern, Kaleigh, 
Fayetteville, Charlotte, Goldsboro, 
Tarboro, Warreiiton, Weldon, and 
in the large negro townships in the 
counties im which these towns are 
situated. 

‘“‘We desire that some remedy sha!l 
be applied to this crying evil. When 
a voter is unknown to the poll-hold- 
ers, he should be compelled to prove 
his residence by soine man of charac- 
ter whois Known to them. Every 
man, however humble, whois a bona 
Jide resident of a township or ward, is 
known by some other resident who 
can identify him. Non-residents who 
illegally vote are beyond the reach of 
the law, beeause they leave immedi- 
ately, or cannot be identified. We 
have seen at every election hundreds 
of negroes vote, Who are unknown to 
any one about the polls, and cannot 
be identified afterwards, even if they 
remain in the city for a day after the 
election. 

‘The remedy that we propose is 
that unknown persons shall prove 
their residence upon oaths of indi- 
viduals well known, first to prevent 
iilegal votes, and second, to have 
some person whom the law can take 
hold of if there should be false swear- 
ing. The remedy against persons 
swearing falsely as to the residence 
of voters should be severe, sure and 
speedy. Give us such a law and it 
will, at the election in August, save 
several thousand illegal votes in this 
section of the State. We are satis— 
fied that there were enough nuon-res- 
idents who voted for Governor Cald- 
well east of the Wilmington & Wel- 
don Railroad to secure his election. 
In August we have some very impor- 
tant elections, and such a provision in 
the Election Law may prevent illegal 
voters from deciding the result. 

We endorse the views of our con- 
temporary fuliy, and join in the 
hope that our Legislature will give 
these suggestionsan early and ear- 
attention. It behooves all par- 


ties to use every effort to maintain 
the purity of the ballot box. 


There is said to be a strong Carlist 
element in Havana.

y}he subjoined strange but true nar- 
rative is copied from the Little Rock 
Arkansas) Gazetfe of a recent date. 
Mir. G. R. Crump, from whom the 
ootains its information, isa 
native of Richmond, Va., and is well 
known there as agentieman of un- 
doubted veracity. Lheaccount reads 
Hike one of the olden time stories of 
Dick Turpin and Claude Duval. 
Phere is no doubt of the party of 
robbers described in this narrative 
being the same desperate highway- 
yiaen of which our telegrams gave an 
necount yesterday morning as having 
robbed a passenger train on the Lron 
wountain Railroad in Missouri Sun- 
day, which daring act ranks them as 
il:e most desperate robbers of the pre- 
sentage. Says the Little Rock Ga- 
vette : 
from Mr. G. R, Crump, a represen- 
iative of the wholesale tobacco and 
ejcar house of Edmonds, Pettigrew 
« Co ,of Memphis, who arrived from 
fiot Springs last night, and who was 
on Thursday's stage going to the 
~yrings at the time of the robbery 
-oferred to in Friday’s Gazette, we 
the particulars of the affair. 
here was one stage and two light 
cond wagons, or ambulances, the 
sinve being in front and the other 
two vehicles immediately in the rear. 
At the Gaines’ place, five miles this 
ide of Hot Springs, the stages were 
~topped to water the stock. While 
watering, five men rode up, coming 
om toward Hot Springs, and passed 
on by. Mach man worea heavy blue 
overcoat, but neither of them 
was masked, Nothing was then 
thought of the matter, and the vehi- 
cles moved on. 
After going about half a mile, the 
rion who had passed them at the 
tiajues’ place rede up from behind, 
and the tivst thing that Mr. Crump, 
who Was in the stage, heard was an 
order to the driver to stop, or his 
head would be blown off. ‘The stage 
was stopped, and on throwing up the 
erutain, be saw a pistol pointed at 
him and others in the stage, telling 
them togetout quick accompanied by 
an oath. They got out, and as they 
did so were ordered to throw up their 
hands. ‘Three men were 1n front of 
then: with cocked pistols and anoth- 
ey with a shot-gun, while on the oth- 
er side of the stage was still another 
—all pointing their weapons toward 
che passengers and driver. After get- 
ine the passengers out they made 
them form ina kind of circle, so the | 
all of them could be covered by pis- 
toils and guns. The leader then went 
through’ each passenger, taking all 
the watches, jewelry and money that 
could conventiently be found that 
were of special value. From 
(;overnor Burbank, of Dakotah, they 
obtained $340 in money, a dia- 
mond pin and gold watch. <A 
centieman named Taylor, from Low- 
ell, Mass.. went up for $60 in 
money. A passenger from Syracuse, 
N. Y¥., gave up his last nickel, 5160. 
Afr. Johnny Dietrich, our boot and 
merchant, lost $5 in money and 
» tine gold watch. He had $50 be- 


pants that they did not find. Mr. 


Charley Moore, of the ice house, gave | 


sides this in the watch pocket of his 


~ 


up $70 in money and hissilver watch, 
but they returned the latter, stating 
that they did not want any silver 
watches. A Mr. Peoples, who resides 
near Hot Springs, lost $20. Three 
countrymen lost about 315. The ex- 
press package, containing about $450, 
was also taken. Mr. Crump had his 
watch and about $40'to $50 in mone 
gobbled. After getting through with 
the passengers, they tore open several 
mail sacks in search of registered let- 
ters, but did not get any. Whilethe 
main party was engaged in this work 
another took out the best horse in the 
coach, saddled him, rode up and 
down the road about fifty yards two 
or three times, and remarked that 
‘he would do.” 

After this the ‘‘Captain’’ went to 
each passenger in turn and question— 
ed him as to where he was from, and 
inquired if there were any Southern 
men along. Mr. Crump spoke up, as 
did one or two others, that they were 
Southern men. They then asked if 
there were any who served in the 
Confederate army during the war. 
Mr. Crump answered that he did. 
They questioned him as to what 
command | Third Richmond Howitz- 
ers| and remarking that he looked 
like an honest fellow, one who was 
telling the truth, handed him back 
his watch and money, saying they 
did not want to rob Confederate sol- 
diers; that the Northern men had 
driven them into outlawry, and they 
intended to make them pay for it. 

Coming to Mr. Taylor, of Dowell, 
they asked where he was from. 

“St. Louis,’’? he responded. 

The “Captain”? eyed him elosely. 
“Yes, and you area newspaper re- 
porter for the St. Louis Democrat, 
the vilest paperin the West. Go to 
Hot Springs and send the Democrat 
a telegram about this affair, and give 
them my compliments.”’ 

Governor Burbank asked them to 
return his papers, saying they could 
be of no benetit to them. The “Cap- 
tain’? squatted down on his knees and 
commencedexamining them, ‘lrurn- 
inground to his followers he said: 
‘*Boys, I believe he is a detective— 


shoot him!’ and forthwith he was 


covered with three pistols. ‘‘Stop,’’ 
said the chief, looking further, ‘I 
guess it’s all right,’ and handed the 
Governor his papers. Coming to the 
gentleman from Syracuse, N. Y., who 
was going to the Springs for his 
health, he asked them to give him 
back five dollars, so that he could tel- 
egraph home. Eyeing him elosely, 
the chief responded that if he had no 
triends or money he had better go 
und die—that he would be little loss 
any way. ‘The fellow with the shot 
sun Kept pointing it at the St. Louis 
Deojeocrat Man, as they termed him, 
tgaking such cheerful remarks as 
these: “Dil bet Lean shoot his hat 
off without touching a hair of his 
head,”’ 

All of them seemed to be jolly fel- 
lows and enjoyed the fun very much. 
None of the passengers were armed, 
and as Mr. Cramp expressed it,'*Tney 
nad the drop on them.’ One pas- 
senger With rheumatism, so badly 
athicted that he could not get out of 
the coach, they @id not touch, refus- 
ing to take anything he had. 

The ailair occurred about half past 
9o’clock Thursday evening, on the 
inain road to Hot Springs. From the 
talk of the captain itis thought they 
are from Missouri, They took break- 
fust on the road between Malvern 
and Hot Springs, Friday, and from 
the description, it isthought tie chief 
is au celebrated Missouri brigand 
(whose name we now forget,) who 
has been outlawed by the authorities 
of that State, and for whom there is 
a standing reward of 310,000, It may 
be the same party who rode into 
Cape Girardeau last spring, about 9 
o’clock in the moring, and deliberate- 
ly walked into a bank, pu.leda pistol 
on the cashier and robbed the institu- 
tion of several thousand dollars, and 
then deliberately rode out of town 
before the people Knew what was 
going on. ‘They were so heavily 
armed that Mr.Crump described them 
as Walking armories.
